Oil Llie 13th May, 1960, a lire bloke out in the 6000 KV 
clutnc sub station at the 1400 elevation plant area at a 
point which was the nerve centre of the Rs. 5 crore con 
acting plant of Bhakra Dam. There aie a laige number of 
\nal ltiatailalions aiound this substation including a battery 
of 10 compressors ioi supplying compressed dir for various 
operations on the Dam; a battery of 3 Ammonia compressors 
tea furnishing chilled waLcr foi the manufacture of concrete; 
a batteiy of 6 chillers with its ammonia rcscrvoii; a cooling 
plant with its connected conveyor system; a clarlfloculatot 
tor the supply of desilted water for the manufacture of con 
crcte and immediately above the sub-station where the fire 
ouginatcd a conveyor housed in an insulated structure 
providing the only connecting link for furnishing supplies to 
lilt* Batching and Mixing Plant for the manufacture of com 
ciete. These costly and vital installations are adjacent to 
each oilier and, except for the clarifloculator, are highly 
inflammable, 

Sliri Arnar Nath Ahluwalia, Fire Chief, Bhakra Nangal 
Pioiect, arrived at the scene of the fare with his fire-fighting 
ucw wiLhin a few minutes of the alarm being given. Realis- 
ing that if the file spread to the ammonia plant a 
senous explosion might occur which would engulf the other 

installations and result in the possible loss of many human 

Jives and much valuable equipment halting construction work 
on the Bhakra Dam for a considerable period, Shri Ahluwalia 
wiLh heroic determination and professional skill and In the 
face of gTcaL pctsonal risk, directed his fire-fighting equip- 
ment in such a way that a barrier was created between the 
fuc and the sub station and the surrounding inflammable 
installations. By these tactics he brought the main con 
flagiation under control within two Iiouts, but continued to 

lcniain cm duty for IS! hours until such time as the last 

embers of the fire had been extinguished. 

In this incident, Shri Ahluwalia showed conspicuous 
gallantly, picscme of mind, technical skill and devotion to 
duLy oi a high oidei .in total disregard of his personal safety,
